ROUBLE IN FRANCE 


Riotous Elements Commit Ex­ 
cesses at Narbonne. 


POLICE AGENT IS LYNCHED 


Mob Beat Him, Riddled His Body With 


Bullets. Threw It Into the Canal and 


Then Fished It Out and Dragged It 


Through the Streets. 


Narbonne, 
June 
21.— T he 
riotous 
elements of the populace of this place 
cast off all restraint and th*' city be 
fa m e rho scone of m any excesses. 
A 
secret police agent was lynched ami 
other persons were treated with the 
most 
extraordinary brutality. 
For a 
gendarm e or policeman to a p p ear on 
the streets 
aion*' was to 
court the 
risk of being clubbed to death. 
Tile 
troops ultimately wore obliged to in­ 
tervene for the protection of the offi­ 
cers of 
the law, which 
resulted in 
further bloodshed. 
Til*' secret police agent who was, 
lynched was patrolling the Pro m en ad e 
Des Barques, when the mob suddenlly 
invader! the street. 
They seized him 
and clubbed him senseless. T hen they 
riddled 
the body with 
bullets and 
pitched 
him into til# 
cantil. 
Later 
they fished-the body from the w ater 
and attaching a rope to it dragged it 
through the streets, acting ferociously 
the while. 
W hen the troops arrived 
on tim scene there was sh arp fighting. 
T he mob attem pted to rush tho sol­ 
diers but the latter fixed bayonets and 
repelled tho assaults. 
Revolvers were 
drawn by tho rioters and th*1 troops 
were fired upon until they were forced 
in self-defense to shoot. 
N um bers of 
the mob fell, four persons being killed. 
a m ong whom was a girl tw e n ty years 
r f age. 
Eleven others 
are known to 
have been wounded while m any others 
were carried off by friends 
Several 
casualties occurred 
am ong tho gen­ 
darmes. 
Police officers 
were attacked 
and 
savagely ill-treated and maimed hut 
they managed 
to escape with 
their 
lives. 
A conflict in which th e One Hun 
drod 
and 
Thirty-ninth fired 
volleys 
caused the worst possible Impression. 
Tim shooting appears to have been 
due to the precipitancy of a non-com 
missioned officer and it is stated that 
the com m andant of the regim ent was 
so horror-stricken at the unfortunate 
affair th a t he tore off his insignia of 
rank in front of his men and later re 
signed his commission, but this Is not 
con ti i mod. 
Crowds stand mournfully gazing at 
the pools of hlood where the dead and 
wounded fell. 
On 
the bloodstain*1*! 
paving stones is chalked the inscrip 
Mon “here fell the victims of the On* 
Hundred and Thirty-ninth. 
Death to 
Ob menceau and Picquart.”

records of the Pacific Postal Telegraph 
company were produced showing that 
in September and October, 1994, re­ 
mittances of $97.50 and $ IS respective­ 
ly were made, the first by ".J. Wolff”

Union of all their demands with the 
exception of the eight-hour day and 
the request that typewriters for oper­ 
ators he furnished by the company. 
It was (expected that a meeting of the 
executive council would be called soon 
to ratify the settlement.
